Gives Some Interesting 
Data to Show How the Dominion is 
Being Sapped to its Own Great 
Disadvantage—Should Foster Home 
Industries, Instead of Shipping 
Raw Products Abroad 
A student of economic conditions in 

the Dominion of Canada contributes

“The great west is filling up with 
popwation, but the older provinces 
need more people. In some parts of 
Quebee there is a falling off, as the 
latest returns show that in 18 districts 
out of 65 there was a loss of popula- 
tion. 

“Nearly half the countries in the 
maritime provinces have by the last 
census actually lost not only the na- 
tural increase of 2',; per cent., but 
a further percentage, drawn away by 
the attractions offered by the Great 
West, or the industrial centres of 
New England. 

“Loss of population is always a 
symptom of decadence, and how that 
is to be arrested is a question of deep 
importance to the country and of in- 
terest to every public-spirited citizen. 

“All artificial inducements, such as 
subsidies, bonuses, ete., offer only a 
temporary stimulant and ought to be 
put aside as valueless. 

“From Lake Superior to the sea, 
east, the country possesses natural 
resources ns great as the vast wheat 
prairies and stock lands from Lake 
Superior to the Rocky Mountains and 
a hundred times more — diversified 
This belt of country, more than a 
thousand miles in breadth, possesses 


forests, fisheries stretching around 
hundreds of miles of coast line, min- 
erals of all kinds, coal and iron, great 


fruit, dairying and stock

A  wit- 
ness who is a “inthe wood aperator in 
the Adirondacks and ships “rossed” 
wood to Watertown, and also to Ni- 
agara, gave evidence that he paid for 
stumpage $3 per cord. The labor of 
cutting end carrying to the mill is 
$4.80 per cord The labor cost of 
rossing is $1.82 per cord, The mill 
burned the refuse. The freight to the 
pulp mill is $1.75 The overhead 
charges 50 cents. The prices at. the 
mill the present year is $15.59, so that 
the profit was $1.05 per cord. There 
fore, the labor employed received 
$8.70 of the $1550. The witness did 
not give evidence as to the two sue.

These figures 
lare not altogether applicable to Can- 
jada, but if one “rossing’’ mill produe- 
‘ing 25,000 cords, can give so much 
| profitable employment, what would 
be the result if all the half million 
cords of pulp wood annually exported 
to the United States were rossed on 
this side? The labor earnings would 
reach into millions and extra workers 
employed and their families would 
add tens of thousands of people to our 
population. 

“But take a step further and sup- 
pose the wood, instead of being ex- 
ported, was converted into pulp on 
this side of the line, one could hardly 
compute the value of such a huge in- 
dustry and the impetus it would give 
jto trade. 

The last report of the board of 
trade of Portland, Me., states that 31 
steamers from New Brunswick carried 
‘there 65,349 cords of pulp wood, and 
by other steamers there was re- 
ceived about 14,000 cords, amounting 
in all to 69,525 cords of wood. Suppose 
that quantity was rossed in New 
Brunswick, it would represent wages 
to the amount of about $600,000 and 
employment to a population of about 
3,000 people. If converted into pulp 
before shipment, these figures would 
be vastly increased. 

While Canada is beyond 
the greatest spruce producing pulp 
Wood country in the world, wood pulp 
itself is only one in the catalogue of 
Canadian assets, that ought to he 
utilized to bring workers, prosperity 
and wealth to our country. 

The question now is, will each pro- 
vince undertake to conserve its great 
resources of natural wealth to the use 
of its own people in order to attract 
to Canada all industrial people that 
will increase our population of eon- 
sumers and taxpayers, develop the 
internal trade and enrich the whole 
country with the results of mew. pro- 
ductive energy.”

PILE KOUSES IN AFRICA

There are many scores of huis with 
geble ends and gress roofs lifted on 
piles to a height of about seven feet 
above the water. Rade verandahs 
surround the huts, with fenees along 
their outer edge to keep the babies 
from rolling into the lake. 

Seantily draped men and women at 
all hours of the day are flouting in 
dugouts on the qniet waters engaged 
in fishing, their chief means of live- 
lihood. Poles instead of paddles are 
used to propel the ecsnoes, for the 
water of the lake is nowhere more 
than over five or six feet in depth,

Protection to Farmers 

Ottawa.—A bill has been passed 
which is designed to protect the farm- 
ers of Canada from fraudulent manu- 
facturers of stock food, of which, it is 
said, hundreds upon hundreds of 
thousands of dollars’ worth are sold 
annually. By the new measure manu- 
facturers or their agents must take out 
licenses and have a registered num. 
ber. The package of fertilizers must 
show the ingredients and guaranteed 
value. The stock foods must also 
show analysis of the food product. If 
‘the farmer suspects the quality of the 
fertilizer or cattle food he can send a 
sample to the inland revenue depart- 
ment and have it analyzed for the 
fee of $1.

Out a Construction Campaign to 

Embrace Pacific Coast and Prairie 

Provinces—Millions to be Expend- 

ed in Carrying Out the Work Now 

Planned 

Chicago.—The Canadian Northwest 
and the northwestern states continue 
to be the theatre’ of unusual construe- 
tive activity on the part of railroads, 
Not only does this construction cam. 
paign embrace nearly all the inter- 
mediate and Pacific coast states, but 
extends north into Western Canada, 

James J. Hill and his associates will 
expend $15,000,000, according to pres- 
ent plans, on the Great Northern rail- 
road and subsidiary companies, mak- 
ing a fourth trunk system across the 
| prairies westward from Winnipeg. 
The most costly campaign thus far 
laid out is that of the Canadian Paci- 
fie, whieh calls for the expenditure of 
| $20,000,000. The announced plans of 
‘the Canadian Northern estimate the 
cost of the extension of that line to 
the Pacifie coast at more than $10,000, 
000. 

This year three branch lines will 
be built by the Grand Trunk Pacifie 
from Melville, Sask. One will run 
northwesterly to Prinee Albert, an- 
other northeasterly toward Hudson 
Bay, while the third will touch the 
American boundary. 

These three lines will probably be 
the most important ever built’ in 
Western Canada, as far as American 
}farmers and homeseekers are con. 
cerned, as they will give direct access 
to the rieh mineral deposits and the 
Peace River valley.

The operation can usually be 
carried out very nicely at a window 
which faces directly toward the sun 
at some time of the day. 

The result is a solid black picture of 
the subject, which is frequently very 
striking in its resemblance and life- 
like character, The great advantage 
of this method is that an amateur pho- 
tographer can practice it with great 
success, If he tries two or three times 
he is almost certain to obtuinya fine 
silhouette photograph. The frame- 
work of the window and some articles 
of furniture standing near it may be

Ev- 
erywhere the carnal mind is seen to be- 
enmity against God, and as the gospel 
is preached some believe and some be- 
; Heve not (xxviil, 24). At Lystra there 
was a case of healing similar to that 
of chapter ill, A man who had never 
walked, being born lame, was made 
whole, and the heathen priests were 
about to worship Paul and Barnabas, 
thinking them to be gods from heaven.. 

The people here were evidently very 

idolatrous and full of the heathen my- 
| thology concerning Jupiter and Mer- 

cury and other deities. 

| With rent garments Poul and Barna-: 
bas ran in among them, assuring them 
that they were only men like them- 
selves and not gods and urged them 
to turn from these vanities unto the 
living God, who made all things (verse 
15). Yet it was with difficulty that the 
people were restrained from offering: 
sacrifice to them. Soon the persecutors 
from Antioch and Iconium arrived,. 
and they seem to have had no diffi- 
culty in persuading these fickle people 
that Paul was worthy of being stoned 
to death, which they accordingly did 
and drew him out of the city, suppos- 
ing him to be as dead as he seemed to 
be, As the disciples stood roundabout 
his dead body he rose up and came into: 
the city, for his work in a mortal body 
was not yet done. Whether these dis- 
ciples were new converts, a result of 
| the recent preaching, or not, we are 
not told, but we do know that on 
Paul’s next visit to Lystra there was a 
disciple named Timothy, who_ from 
that time became Paul's most faithful 
companion and whom he spoke of in 
his epistles as “my own son in rhe 
faith,” “my dearly beloved son.” It Is 
possible that, having been well In- 
structed by his mother and grand- 
mother, he was led to come out boldly 
under Paul's preaching or by witness- 
ing Paul's seeming martyrdom. I like: 
to think of Paul's third heaven or par- 
adise experience (II Cor. xii, 1-4) 98 o¢- 
curring at the time he was stoned at 
Lystra. I think it was so and that he 
understood more fully then what he 
had heard Stephen say about henven 
opened as he was being stoned to 
death. 

It is possible for us all to have such 
visions of God by faith that we shall 
not mind very much the persecutions 
which will be sure to come if we live 
wholly unto God. The next day after 
the stoning the faithful two went on 
their way to Derbe, and we have no 
record of Paul suffering in his hody 
because of the stoning. The same pow- 
er that could in 2 moment dispel fever 
and leprosy and all manner of disease 
and give health to a body four days 
dead could easily prevent Paul from 
feeling even bruised by his severe 
treatment. At Derbe they preached 
the gospel and made many disciples. 
Perhaps the miracles at Lystra of the 
healing of the lame man and of Paul's 
being raised to life gave welght to the 
testimony, for we know that the rals- 
ing of Doreas and of Lazarus led 
many to believe in Jesus. We mizht 
think that Paul, being now so near his 
home in Tarsus and after all he had 
passed through, would want to visit 
home and rest up a bit, but instead of 
this we see these two retracing their 
steps through the very cities where 
they had been so {ll treated without 
fear of enemies or thought of their 
own comfort, but thinking only of the 
welfare of their children in the faith. 

So with prayer and fasting they 
ordained elders in every church, 
strengthened the souls of the disciples, 
exhorted them to continue in the faith, 


assuring them that the way to the 
kingdom was through much tribula- 


tion, and thus commended them to the 
Lord, on whom they had believed, 
Ilaving again reached Perga, they 
now preach the word there and are 
soon hack In Antioch, by the grace of 
God having fulfilled their ministry for 
the present. It must have been with 
intense interest that the church at An- 
tioch heard all that God had done 
with them and through them and had 
given them grace to endure, and no 
doubt there was much prayer at An- 
tloch from that time for the believers 
at all these places, As Paul and Bar- 
nabas now abode a long time at An- 
tioch, they would be able to lay these 
places heavily upon the hearts of the 
Christians, and that company of bhe- 
HMevers who have not on thetr he rts 
some church or churches in other linds: 
are not as healthy as they might be. 
The grace of God, the redemption that 
is in Christ Jesus, fits us for the pres- 
ence of God, but tribulation is neces- 
eary to fit us for our place in the king-

Alcohol and Parenthood 

A remarkably interesting utterance 
on “Alcohol and Eugenia’ was de- 
livered by Dr. C."W. Saleeby, London, 
before the society for the study of 
inebriety. The effects of alcoholic 
poisoning and lead poisoning, Dr. 
Saleeby pointed out, are very similar. 
The evidence that both caused degen- 
eracy in offspring was, he said, in- 


dubitable. The mother, the develop. 
ing child and the race suffered. It 
had been shown, he said, that an 


enormously large proportion of the 
children born of parents employed in 
lead works, or in allied trades, died 
during the first year of existence, 
‘and a similar proportion of those who 
survived were either morally or 
physically degenerate. It was the 
lan eontiens alenhol, Tabkan tn 
jentirety, he said, the case against 
alcoholic parenthood was overwhelm- 
ing. No phenomenon so horrible was 
jto be found in the wide realm of 
‘nature outside the circumscribed 
| spheze of man. 

In remedying the evil, he said, it 
was not necessary to go back to 
,nature’s method and destroy. It was 
not proposed to work through a se- 
lective death-rate as nature did, but 
through a selective birth-rate. They 
distinguished between the right to live 
and the right to parenthood. The ap- 
plication of this principle to the per- 
sons affected involved the greatest 
happiness for them, and the greatest 
monetary economy for society, while, 
at the same time, protecting the 
future. The interests of the race, and 
the individual, he said, were one. The 
practical policy that it was desirable 
should be advocated was interference 
with the parenthood of the alcoholic 
devotee, <All future legislation, he de. 
clared, and all future public opinion 
in this matter would more and more 
take the line of insistence on the im. 
mense importance of parenthood and 
of restricting the parenthood of per- 
sons addicted to alcoholism.—Van- 
couver World,

Price of Grain Throughout 


the World 
Thirty years ago the world’s wheat 
production was about 2,000,000,000 


bushels a year, It now averages 3,200,- 
| 000,000 bushels. As this increase is 
out of proportion to the increase in the 
| world’s population, it is evident that 
wheat as a food substance is displac. 
other commodities previously 


used, 
country has been a little more rapid 
than the average of world increase. 
The American crop of thirty years ago 
averaged about 300,000,000 bushels, 
and it is now about 600,000,000. 

The variation of conditions from 
year to year makes impossible any 
exact statement, but the figures of the 
last five years show a large decline in

ported. From 1880 to 
per cent. of the total crop was ex.

Paper Railways. 

Some interesting figures bearing up- 
on railway incorporation and railway 
voustruction in Canada are contained 
in a report tabled in the Commons 
| the other/day. 

The return shows that between 1888 

| and 1998 inclusive, Parliament char- 
tered 203 railway companies, exclu- 
| sive of subsidiary charters granted to 
| the three big railway concerns, the 

C.P.R., the G.T.R., and the C.N.R. 

The charters of these 203 companies 

empowered them to build in all 63,- 

809 miles of road, but only 25 com- 
' panies actually constructed any por- 

tion of the lines authorized by their 

charters, with the result that only 

1,072 miles of the 63,809 have been 

built. 
| It apperrs frow the return that 86 

of the 203 charters granted have 

lapsed, that in 88 cases extension of 

time for construction has been author- 

ized, while in the cases of 42 com- 
| panies two extensions have been 
granted and 18 charters have been ex- 
tended for the third time. 

Another return shows that 117 char- 
ters have been granted since 19, of 
which 26 have lapsed. Of the 25.000 
miles authorized by those charters, 
893 1-2 miles have been constructed. 


Construction of New Cars. 

Tt is understood that plans are be- 
ing effected for the construction of 
laree and = modernly-equipped car 
building shops, whieh wil! form the 
nucleus of a plant that will ultimately 
turn out finished locomotives built 
from British Columbi« iron and steel, 
The shops will be built on the line at 
Westminster Junction, about twenty 
miles from Vancouver. Operations 
will probebly be started at once, so 
that finished cars may be ready for 
the western movement of grain next 
eutumn, For the summer service 
fifty new sleeping cars are being con- 
structed, and it is exnected that even 
with these there will be none too 
| many to tuke care of the traffic offer- 
ing.
